Timon of Athens to the great dramatist. Mr. Dyce’s 
last work was the edition of John Ford’s works just 
published. He, with Messrs. John Payne Collier, 
Halliwell, and Wright, was one of the Percy Society 
for the reprinting of old English ballads, plays, and 
poems. His health had been infirm recently, but his 
last days were unracked by pain: in peace and life’s 
quiet he breathed his last on Saturday, the 15th 
May, at his house, 33 Oxford Terrace, Hyde Park. 
In him “the world of letters has just lost one of its 
most learned members—a man who, during a long 
life of study, united the patient industry of the 
antiquary with a real, yet chastened feeling for 
the beauties of our earlier poets and dramatists, 
and who was contented to work on, year after year, 
with unwearied diligence, and without much hope 
of being appreciated by the general reader; yet 
within the smaller circles of real scholars and men 
of refined tastes, no one stood higher as a Shaks- 
pearean scholar ; and it is a question whether we or 
certain of our poets of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries are in reality more deeply indebted 
to his labors.’’

much less amount of sceptical criticism. No book, 
perhaps, now that the original excitement has pass- 
ed, is more unreadable than Livingstone’s first 


work; but the very inartificiality with which the 
origiual notes were given to the printer begat un- 
questioning confidence in the record of that noble 


contribution to African geography. Perhaps my |

J. Ellis 
“On Early English Pronunciation, with especial 
reference to Shakspeare and Chaucer—containing 
an investigation of the correspondence of writing 
with speech from the Anglo-Saxon Period to the 
present day, preceded by a systematic notation of 
all spoken sounds by means of the ordinary print- 
ing types, including a re-arrangement of Professor 
Child’s memoirs on the language of Chaucer and 
Gower, and reprints of the rare tracts by Sadesbury 
on English, 1547,and Welch, 1567, and by Barclay on 
French, 1521;” Ebert’s review of Sandras’s ‘‘ Etude 
sur Chaucer, considéré comme imitateur des Trou- 
veres ;” a 13th-Century Latin Treatise on the Chi- 
lindre; and a preface by Mr. Furnivall, in which 
he attempts to show the proper order of the Can- 
terbury Tales, the days and the stages of the pil- 
grimage. Messrs. Triibner & Co. are the Chaucer's 
Society’s agents. The Ballard Society have pub- 
lished in parts of two vols. “ Now-a-Dayes,” a poem 
depicting the condition of England in the first part

a rhythmical account of the grievances of the Com-

“The Life and Death of Robert Devereux, Ear! of 
Essex ;” “The Tale of the Powder Plot.”” Mr. F. J. 
Furnivall has contributed, among other things, a 
very interesting essay on the condition of English 
society in Henry VIII.’s reign, in which he contro- 
Verts a good many of Mr. Froude’s statements. 

We have the annual report on the condition of 
the British Museum. The expenditures of the 
coming year are estimated to be $566,015, which 
is an increase of $9,115, mainly due to the cost 
($60,000) of the extension of the Elgin gallery. 
461,710 visitors were admitted to the general col- 
lections. There is a marked annual increase in 
the number of visitors; there were 100,000 more 
visitors in 1868 than in 1865. The visitors to the 
reading-room are not included in the foregoing 
enumeration. 
353 visitors a day, above 4236 books were on an 
average given to them; the average number of 
books consulted by each visitor was 12. There 
were during the year 103,529 visitors to the read- 


ing-room ; §1,507 objects were added to the library | 


during the year; but if from this reckoning be dis- 
carded pieces of music, play-bills, ete., there will 
remain 38,000 distinct works added to the collec- 
tion: of these 28,840 were bought, 7576 were de- 
posited in conformity with the requirements of the 
English, and 1111 in conformity with the require- 
ments of the International Copyright Law; 681 
works were presented. During the last year the 
late Mr. Felix Slade, F. S. A., bequeathed to the 
collection a very valuable series of examples of 
medieval binding of great elegance. The most 
admirable examples of this binding will shortly be 
exhibited in the King’s Library. Among the pur- 
chases of the past twelve months was the late Dr. 
Von Siebold’s (he is the author of “ Nippon,’’ the 
most extensive and complete work on Japan pub- 


lished in the West) collection of Japanese books, | 


embracing cyclopedias, histories, law books, po- 
litical pamphlets, maps, vovels, plays, poetry, dic- 
tionaries of European languages, books on science, 


antiquities, female costumes, cookery, carpentry, |

and on dancing. Mr. Slade did not bequeath to 
the British Museum books alone: he gave it a col- 
lection of glass, which he at first formed to assem- 
ble the most beautiful specimens of the art of the 
glass-maker; he subsequently added to it histori- 
cal and other specimens which could illustrate the 
history of all branches of glass-making. This re- 
cent addition to the treasures of the British Museum 
makes its collection of glass the most extensive and 
instructive public collection in the world. Mr. 
Slade further bequeathed to the Museum a con- 
siderable collection of engravings, and a small cabi- 
net of Japanese ivory carvings and metal work. 
The Persian and Arabic MSS. collected by the late 
Col. G. W. Hamilton have been secured by pur- 
chase for the British Museum. There are 352 MSS. 
relating chiefly to Eastern and especially to Indian 
history, and to Arab and Persian literature. The 
Government presented to the Museum the 339 vol- 
umes (which embrace the whole range of Ethiopic 
literature) captured at Magdala. They are hand-

lsomely written on vellum. King Theodore had 
collected them with a view to endow a church he 
contemplated building. The Museum was further 
enriched during the year by some 7000 or S(O

I need scarcely reca- 
pitulate the circumstances under which the suit 
was brought. Vice-Chancellor Sir W. M. James 
delivered the following judgment, which I hope you 
may think important enough to merit a place in 
your columns: “ The plaintiff says in substance: ‘I 
wrote my book in support of a theory that the Eng- 
lish are not, as generally supposed, mainly and sub- 
stantially of Anglo-Saxon or Teutonic race, but that, 
on the contrary, they are plainly and substantially 
of the old Celtic race, the same people which pos- 
sessed this land before the invasion of the Romans, 
I proceeded,’ he says, ‘to consider the subject 
'under the heads of: 1. The Historical Evidence; 
2. The Philological Evidence ; 3. The Evidence of 
Physical Characteristics ; 4. The Evidence of Psychi- 
cal Characteristics.’ The defendant has pursued 
in the third part, which occupies by far the greater 
portion of his book, precisely the same plan, with this 
difference, that he has added a chapter on English 
law; that he has made a separate chapter of the 
evidence of topographical and personal names ; and 
that for the word ‘ psychical’ he has used the words 
‘mental and moral.’ The plaintiff says that plan, 
which is in substance identical with mine, is copied 
from mine. He further says: ‘It was necessary to 
my argument to get rid of a good deal of what had 
been taught us as history of the Anglo-Saxon inva- 
sion, and I accordingly proceeded to show that the 
stories of Hengist and Horsa, of Vortigern and Vor- 
timer, of the complete expulsion of the British race 
by the Saxon invaders, were mythical.

deliberate and emphatic statement in paragraph 18

It has been pressed on me that I cannot decide 
against the positive oath of the defendant without. 
convicting him of wilful and corrupt perjury. I 
have had occasion more than once to say that this 
is not a criminal court; that 1 am trying no one 
for any crime; [am here bound by my own judi- 
cial oath to well and truly try the issue joined 
between the parties, and a true verdict give accord- 
ing to the evidence—that is to say, according as I, 
weighing all the evidence by all the lights [ can 
get, and as best I may, find the testimony credible 
or incredible, trustworthy or the reverse. The law 
which admitted the testimony of the parties and of 


the judges and on juries that they would carefully 
scrutinize such testimony, and would give it such 
weight as it deserved and no more, or no weight at 
all. Is the result of the defendant’s examination 
or cross-examination such as to enable me to place 
reliance on his story?

toric witness wholly untrustworthy. Indeed the 
author was so little versed in the subject that he 
talks of Gildas copying Bede, and putting in darker 
colors. There is no trace whatever in these notes 
of the examination of the ancient authorities as to 
hair and complexion of Britons, Gauls, and Germans, 
and of the numbering of the colors and shades of 
hair of the present people of the country. There 


nation of the evidence afforded by ancient skulls, 
and of the comparison between that evidence and 
the results of a careful examination of the existing 
types of modern heads, Englishand German, The 
plaintiff says, ‘If you did not take all this from 
my book, tell me where you took it from? Where 
are the materials from which you elaborated it?’ 
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The defendant is unable to say when or where he 
gathered the materials, or when or where, indeed, 
he wrote any part of his present essay. The 
collection of materials for a genuine literary 
work is a thing of time and labor. You can- 
not walk by instinct to the proper shelf of a 
library, take down the right book, open it at the 
right page, and hit on the right passage, and just 
the book, the page, and the passage which some- 
body else has found before you. The defendant 
has not a single rough note to produce, no trace of 
his quarrying the British Museum, or any other 
like quarry, from which the stones of his literary 
edifice were to be built up.” 

His Honor then referred to defendant’s diary from 
February, 1866, up to July 2, when the prize essay 
was sent in, and observed: “It is certainly very 
singular that an author should not be able to give 
a single place or time, when or where, he consulted 
a high authority, and that he should not be able to 
produce a single original note, extract, or quotation. 
Then there were some special matters on which he 
was especially pressed: ‘You have quoted Retzius ; 
where did you find him?’ ‘I cannot say.’ ‘You 
have quoted Georges Pouchet (Pluralité des Races 
Humaines, Paris, 8vo., 1864) ; where did you find 
him?’ ‘I cannot say.’ It is to be observed that 
these books are not inthe British Museum. Again, 
he was asked about the public meetings, at which 
it is stated in the book that 10,000 complexions had 
been marked for the purposes of this essay, with 
the detailed figures of the results obtained. ‘Can 
you produce the times and places of these meet- 
ings?’ He is again unuble to fix time and place. 
I have been, therefore, obliged to arrive at the con- 
clusion that the account which the defendant has 
given of his composition of his work in the matters 
complained of, is not probable, is not credible, is 
not trustworthy; and the result of his answer, his 
examination, and his cross-examination, on my 
mind, so far from displacing, has confirmed the 
conclusion produced by the internal evidence and 
cowparison of the two works. This conclusion, 
however, is not sufficient to dispose of the case. 
Plagiarism does not necessarily amount to a legal 
invasion of copyright. A man publishing a work 
gives it to the world, and, so far as it adds to the 
world’s knowledge, adds to the materials which any 
other author has a right to use, and may even be 
bound not to neglect. The question, then, is be- 
tween a legitimate and a piratical use of an author’s 
work. In considering this, I have not been unmind- 
ful of the small comparative extent of literary com- 
position which is traceable from the one to the other. 
I have not been unmindful that there was some not 
immaterial exercise of literary labor and _ skill 
in the transfusion and transposition which I have 
held to have been made, and I have endeavored to 
guard myself against any prejudices derived from 
my hostile conclusions against the defendant which 
I have stated. I have considered it as if the de- 
fendant had openly borrowed from the plaintiff’s 
book, and had candidly acknowledged the source. 
And I think there is a good deal which he might 
have done, so doing it. There is no monopoly in the 
main theory of the plaintiff, or in the theories and 
speculations by which he has supported it, nor even 
in the use of the published results of his own ob- 
servations. But the plaintiff has a right to this: 
that no one is to be permitted, whether with or 
without acknowledgment, to take a material and 
substantial portion of his work, of his argument, 
his illustrations, his authorities, for the purpose of 
making or improving a rival publication. That the 
part taken in this case is material and is substantial 
there is no better proof thau the defendant’s own cir-

additional copies, and I adhere to that mode of as- 
sessment.”

M. Royer Collard, in whom France was soon to find 
one of its generous orators, and the most statesman- 
like supporter of its reviving liberty, was, in 1814, 
Professor of Modern Philosophy. An intellect even 
more powerful than extensive, profound rather than 
prolific, having learned enough and thought a great 
deal, M. Royer Collard conceived with vigor, spoke 
with imposing authority, wrote with austere ¢c/lat. 
He bound questions tightly in the cable of his dia- 
lectics, and struck, rather than swept away, by a 
laborious and magnificent eloquence, in which the 
imagination gave relief to reason, and taste was 
always visible in strength. Having taken under 
his haughty patronage the sure truths of common 
sense as the observant and circumspect genius of 
Reid discovered, M. Royer Collard explained them 
in his professor’s chair, confirming, but not extend- 
ing Reid’s doctrines. A third master, the sagacious 
observer of the phenomena of the will, M. Maine 
de Biran, who explored the depths of the soul so 
far, taught M. Cousin to detect in all our knowledge, 
and even in the simplest phenomena of conscious- 
ness, the share of voluntary activity, of that ac- 
tivity in which our individuality resides and mani- 
fests itself. He passed most of his time in his 
library, formed with such skilful knowledge and 
such delicate taste, then he consulted his great 
predecessors in philosophy, read the perfect works 
of masters of literature, prepared his works, dic- 
tated walking, delighted to receive his friends, and 
indulged in the most sprightly conversation. Who 
that enjoyed it does not remember that animated, 
lofty, fascinating conversation? A great wealth of 
ideas, an infinite variety of learning, a great origi- 
nality of language, and his dramatic movements, 
which made it something like a performance, ren- 
dered it as instructive as seductive. His glance, 
his speech, his gesture, his ideas—everything about 
him was animated. With a sivgle companion, be- 
fore an audience, in a drawing-room, nay, some- 
times in the street, he was always ready to talk, 
and he could talk from morning to night, charming 
others without exhausting himself. He had a 
great deal of sprightliness, and he was always in 
animated humor. An agreeable gayety mingled 
playful suggestions with serious reflections, and he 
broke a rather solemn tone by amusing sallies.”’ 
An enemy of M. Cousin replies to M. Mignet’s 
eulogium by saying: “Cousin drove Bach to blow 
out his brains by refusing to annul the order which 
exiled him to the provinces. Cousin contributed 
to Gobert’s suicide by exiling him to Orleans in 
order to give his chair in Paris to one of Cousin’s 
favorites. Cousin, by menacing Mme. Jouffroy with 
the recall of her pension, wrenched from her hus- 
band’s will to mutilate it and change it. The 
avenging pages, the pages which branded Cousin 
with red-hot iron, exist, and will forever exist in 
the ‘Revue Independante.’

There was a magnetic power in his glance, in his 
ardent dreamy eye, before which seemed incessantly 
to pass the forest of philosophical systems; and his 
delicate mouth, with depressed corners, looked like 
a bow bent to dart the eloquent arrow which pierees 
the soul. He added to what he said an actor’s 
gesticulation, which he managed with great art, 
even when he seemed to forget himself most. I 
cannot, despite myself, think of M. Cousin and the 
effect he produced by these external means without 
remembering a defunct professor of music (M. 
Colet), who possessed an admirable Provengal 
head, black as Othello, although he had not the 
latter’s temperament. He had kiown M. Cousin, 
and involuntarily aped his oratorica: pantomime.” 

You know what ridiculous letters M. Victor Hugo 
writes. They are not only ridiculous, they are 
criminal, for they encourage the ambitious dreams 
of poetasters who, without this encouragement, 
would earn their living by trade. He encourages 
them, not out of good nature, but from calculation, 
to enlist new recruits in his army of flatterers. A 
“low comedian,” named Hamburger, has written 
a sort of low jest-book called “ Les Ajaxticides.” 
He sent a copy of it to M. Victor Hugo, and received 
this letter of thanks: “Sir, | have received your 
book. I have read it. I thank you forit. You are 
toohumble. Laughter, when it attains these propor- 
tions, is great. There are grotesque passages in 
Shakspeare. To laugh is to act. Aristophanes 
laughed, Rabelais laughed. Voltaire’s laugh is 
cold. Your laugh is frank. It consoles. Laugh. 
At your age Moliére wrote ‘Le Docteur Amoureux.’ 
The beam announces the effulgence. The shep- 
herd’s song at dawn precedes the laborer’s chorus 
in daytime.

phy used in Germany is that of Dr, Albert Schweg- 


Jer. It was translated in this country in 1856 by | 
Mr. Julius H. Seelye, and published by D. Apple- | 
ton & Co., New York, with an introductory note by | 


Henry B. Smith, D.D., and has passed through 
several editions. We have been furnished with a 
translation of the same work by James Hutchinson 
Stirling, LL. D., author of “The Secret of Hegel,” 
etc., published by Edmunston & Daylers, Edinburgh, 
which appeared originally in September, 1867, and, 
in a second edition, in February, 1868. Mr. Stir- 
ling says that his translation has been executed 
without seeing that of Mr. Seelye, and in absolute 
independence of it, and that he is informed by the 
German publisher that the American translation 
follows the jirst German edition, while his own is a 
reproduction of the fifth edition, which contains a 
variety of improvements and additions. It is said 
that 20,000 copies of the German issue have already 
been sold, which must be regarded as a rare event 
in the case of a rigorously scientific book, and the 
best proof of its excellence. Mr. Stirling has 
added to the original text about one hundred and 
thirty pages of annotations, and an index. The 
work, so far as it goes, seems to be an excellent one. 
It is written from an Hegelian stand-point, which 








jin itself does not, perhaps, farnish matter of objec- 

tion. But there are in it two glaring defects. It 
does not, in the first place, do justice to the Roman 
attempts at philosophizing, which is not, in itself, 
a niatter of very serious objection, inasmuch as the 
Romans added nothing to strict philosophy. But, 
in the second place, it passes over the scholastics of 
the Middle Ages. The student must resort to Erd- 
man, Ueberweg, Stoeckel, or Kaulich among the Ger- 
mans, Rouseelot or Haurcau among the French, or 
Maurice among the English, for an exposition of the 
mission and spirit of scholastic philosophy. This 
last omission is a great defect. A half dozen pages 
from the later Alexandrians to Descartes cannot 
be allowed to bridge over so long and so fruitful 
an interval. With such a glaring omission in 
Schwegler, it cannot be denied but that we still 
need some other work to reproduce for us the con- 
tinuity of philosophic thought. The whole body 
of patristic and scholastic philosophy is practically 
ignored by Schwegler.
